Mum of injured youngster joins 
calls for action to be taken 
against yob motorcycle riders 


THE mum of a 10-year-old boy who was 
left with a laceration across his face 
after being knocked over by a 
motorcyclist on а footpath in 
Skelmersdale, is calling for ‘nuisance 
bikers’ to be taken off the streets ‘before 
someone is seriously injured or killed’. 

Nicola Simpson said her son, Logan, had 
been walking on the footpath by Banks- 
barn Park on Monday, August 9 between 
6pm and 6.30pm when the incident 
happened. 

The youngster was left with the large 
gash to his face from underneath his eye to 
his neck, and he was also badly shaken by 
the incident. 

Nicola commented: “My son was hit by a 
black motorbike, which was being ridden 
by a youth, aged about 18, and wearing a 
black hoodie. The handlebars of the bike 
knocked my son over. The rider didn’t 
even stop after the incident. 

“He was left shocked and shaken. Logan 
was lucky to just come off with marks to 
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Logan with the injuries to his face

his face, but it could have been much 
worse. If a baby had been hit by a motor- 
bike, they could have been killed. 

“Nuisance motorbikers are always riding 
round this area and the issue seems to be 
getting worse. Will someone have to be 
killed before anything gets done? 

"These bikers need to be stopped and 
something needs to be done." 

MP Rosie Cooper, who has campaigned 
against the use of such bikes, commented: 
“It is simply unacceptable that children 
and adults alike should be frightened to 
use public footpaths because young 
people on motorbikes think they have the 
right to use them illegally! 

"Skelmersdale residents and I have been 
reporting these issues to the police and 
council for many years. In a recent meet- 


ing with the local chief inspector, he told 
me that police have been active in target- 
ing this problem. While they have had 
some success, this awful incident is evid- 
ence that more needs to be done 
urgently! 

“Constituents have even reported that 
the Council have installed bollards 
attempting to prevent this type of use of 
the footpaths. Unfortunately, the bollards 
are easily wide enough for motorbikes to 
pass through so have very little effect! 

“If we allow this anti-social behaviour to 
continue it is inevitable that more people 
will be seriously hurt. Previous attempts 
have had limited success, so Lancashire 
Constabulary, LCC and WLBC need to 
work together to find ways to perman- 
ently tackle this problem.” 

Lancashire Police said they are investig- 
ating the incident. Anyone who may be 
able to assist with the investigation, or 
report bikers riding illegally, is asked to 
contact police on 101.

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Police step up efforts 
to crackdown on 
countryside criminals

POLICE have visited rural areas and met with 
farmers in West Lancashire as part of a fresh 
crackdown on ‘rural crime’. 

Andrew Snowden, Police and Crime Commissioner 
for Lancashire, teamed up with the South Rural 
Taskforce as they patrolled some of the rural areas 
surrounding Ormskirk and Burscough. 

They heard from officers about the challenges they 
face from crime and the successful work they have 
already done in just five months since the taskforces 
were created. 

He then visited a West Lancashire farm where a 
number of local farmers and partners including the 
RSPCA had the opportunity to discuss issues around 
rural crime, and ask the Commissioner what he 
would be doing to support the taskforces and com- 
munities in general. 

The rural taskforces launched earlier this year with 
20 officers dedicated to tackling rural crime, enga- 
ging with the community, and understanding their 
concerns. 

Andrew Snowden, said: “It is clear from talking to 
the number of farmers from across West Lancashire 
that came to meet with me, the toll that rural crime 
can take, through the negative impact on their liveli- 
hoods and the mental strain that comes from being 
targeted by criminal gangs and even threatened. 

“However, it is heartening to hear the impact that 
the new rural taskforces are having by being dedic- 
ated to serving rural communities and addressing 
their unique policing needs. I am determined to build 
on this progress as I develop my Police and Crime 
Plan and look at future investment into rural poli- 
cing. 

“This is all part of my commitment to the people of 
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Andrew Snowden, Lancashire Police and 


Crime Commissioner, with members of the 
rural task force in West Lancashire 


Lancashire that all of Lancashire's areas and com- 
munities, from more rural areas to our largest cities, 
feel protected. I will be working closely with the Chief 
Constable on the issues that matter to people, such as 
anti-social behaviour and getting tough on reoffend- 
ing, as I lead the fight against crime in Lancashire." 

Sgt Darren Carr said: “The introduction of the Rural 
Task Forces has made a significant impact on our 
rural communities. In the south of Lancashire alone 
the team has seized 152 stolen vehicles, machinery 
and plant to a value of approximately £785,00 and 57 
offenders have been prosecuted. 

“One of the prosecutions resulted in a Criminal 
Behaviour Order being imposed on a male who had 
caused misery for farmers of West Lancashire and 
Merseyside for years. Not only was he convicted of a 
number of animal cruelty related offences but he has 
been banned from the area protecting the rural com- 
munities from further offences.”

The cannabis farm in

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Waiting list for heart care in 
West Lancs could ‘more than 
double’ pre-pandemic levels

THE waiting list for patients in the West 
Lancashire area needing heart care in the 
coming months, could ‘more than double’ pre- 
pandemic levels, a leading heart charity has 
warned. 

A forecast from the British Heart Foundation 
suggests the cardiology waiting list in the borough 
could be 850 by March 2022, up 116% from the 
394 it was in February 2020 before the pan- 
demic. 

The figures for neighbouring Southport and 
Formby show the cardiology waiting list could be 
772 by March 2022, up 119% from the 352 it was 
in February 2020. In South Sefton the cardiology 
waiting list could be 646 by March 2022, up 96% 
from the 329 it was in February 2022. 

More than 50,000 people in the North West of 
England face waiting for life saving heart dia- 
gnosis and treatment two years after the start of 
the Covid-19 pandemic, according to new model- 
ling by the BHE 

In February 2020, around 27,500 people were 
on cardiology waiting lists in the North West of 
England. The BHF predicts that, by March 2022, 
this could reach a staggering 56,000 due to the 
pandemic. 

The forecast is of a worse case but ‘possible’ 
scenario where the NHS in England doesn’t get 
enough investment and is under increased pres-

sure from Covid-19 
or a bad winter. 

It comes as a new 
report by the charity - 
titled The Untold 
Heartbreak - reveals 
that without decisive 
action now, the BHF 
estimates it will take 
between three and 
five years for the 
heart care backlog in 
England to recover to 
pre-pandemic levels. 

Even before the 
pandemic ^ began, 
around 225,000 
people in England 
were on cardiology 
waiting lists for heart 
diagnosis or treatment, while around 8,400 
people were waiting for heart surgery. 

There were 5,800 'excess' deaths from heart and 
circulatory conditions in the first year of the pan- 
demic in England, and the significant delays to

care have likely contributed to this figure. 

Even in a better case scenario, where already- 
pledged Government funding supports NHS Eng- 
land to address the heart care backlog more 
quickly, the BHF estimates it would still take at 
least three years for heart care waiting lists to 
return to pre-pandemic levels. 

However, the Government could reduce the 
heart care backlog by years if further significant 
action is taken now, the charity says. 

This, says the ВНЕ must include a clear plan for 
cardiovascular services and rapid investment to 
build more capacity into NHS England and relieve 
pressure on exhausted health workers, as well as 
better support for heart patients while they wait 
for vital treatment. 

The charity warns that without this immediate 
intervention, there is a risk that thousands more 
people could die from heart and circulatory dis- 
eases, despite the NHS going above and beyond 
during the pandemic. 

Professor Sir Nilesh Samani, medical director at 
the British Heart Foundation, said: “Even before 
the pandemic began, waiting lists for vital heart 
care were far too long. 

“At this critical moment, the Government must 
act now to avoid more lives lost to treatable heart 
conditions. Addressing the growing heart care 
backlog is only the start. We must also see a clear 
plan, alongside significant and ongoing invest- 
ment, to build capacity back into the NHS and 
address the pandemic's impact on health workers. 
Getting this right would avoid preventable heart- 
break for many families." 


New Covid-19 self-isolation rules in force 


FULLY vaccinated people no longer 
have to self-isolate if they are a 
close contact of someone with 
Covid-19. 

From Monday (August 16), 
people who are double jabbed or 
aged under 18 are not legally 
required to self-isolate if they are 
identified as a close contact of a 
positive Covid-19 case. 

Instead, double jabbed adults 
and under 18s who are identified 
as close contacts by NHS Test and 
Trace will be advised to take a PCR 
test as soon as possible to check if 
they have the virus. 

People do not need to self-isolate 
while they wait for the results of 
the PCR test. PCR home tests can 
be ordered online or by calling 
119, or by going to a local test 
site. 

Anyone who tests positive follow- 
ing the PCR test will still be legally 
required to self-isolate. 

Meanwhile anyone who develops 
one of the three traditional symp- 
toms of Covid-19 - a high 
temperature; a new, continuous 
cough or a loss or change to your 
sense of smell or taste- should self- 
isolate and get a PCR test, and 
remain in isolation until the result 
comes back. 

If you have any other symptoms 
and are in doubt, take a PCR test. 

Alongside PCR testing, everyone 
in England is encouraged to take 


up the offer of free, twice-weekly 
rapid testing to find additional 
cases among people who do not 
have symptoms. 

Allan Oldfield, vice chair of the 
Lancashire Resilience Forum, said: 
“These changes will massively 
reduce the disruption Covid-19 has 
caused to our lives and go some 
way to seeing life return to normal. 
These new rules only apply to 
those who have had both doses of 
the Covid vaccine, however, so if 
you are eligible and have not yet 
= up the offer to do so – please 

o. 

“We must also continue to take 
sensible steps to limit the spread of 
the virus within our community, 
such as washing hands regularly 
and wearing face masks in 
crowded places. 


Restrictions 


“Thank you to everyone who has 
continued to do this in recent 
weeks, despite restrictions easing, 
to help manage the Delta variant 
that is still ever present in Lan- 
cashire." 

Dr Sakthi Karunanithi, director of 
Public Health for Lancashire 
County Council, added: “Cases of 
Covid-19 remain high in Lan- 
cashire, and we are now starting to 
see a rise in a number of districts. 

“Having two jabs is still the most 


effective thing you can do to protect 
yourself against Covid-19. Doing so 
will significantly reduce the chance of 
hospitalisation and death and will 
reduce the chance of spreading the 
virus to others, although it is not 


100% effective in preventing trans- 
mission. 

“If you are eligible and are not yet 
fully vaccinated, please do so at the 
earliest opportunity to protect your- 
self and those who you care about.”

Pensioner, 
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97, told 


to order medication 


on the internet!

CONCERNS have been raised again about the 
repeat prescription ordering system in West 
Lancashire. 

The borough’s MP Rosie Cooper, cited the case of 
a 97-year-old man who was told to go online to 
reorder their medication - a situation the MP 
described as ‘worrying’. 

Ms Cooper had previously contacted NHS Eng- 
land and the Health Secretary to ask for 
interventions to be made after the Prescription 
Ordering Direct services was found to be failing 
patients in unacceptable ways. Control of the ser- 
vice was then handed to the West Lancashire GP 
Federation, from the local Clinical Commissioning 
Group. 

While this initially seemed to have improved the 
service, the West Lancs MP has again felt the need 
to publicly raise concerns about the service. 

The MP said: “It is worrying that within the last 
month several people have had to contact me to 
ask for help after they have been completely 
unable to get in contact with the POD to order their 
repeat prescription. 

“These are prescribed and essential medications 
that patients are unable to order because their calls 
are never answered! This simply cannot be allowed 
to happen. I understand that the service has been 
struggling with staff shortages that are now being 
addressed but when people are going without their 
prescribed medication, this excuse is not good 
enough and needs to improve! 

“A 97-year-old man contacted me, worried that a 
number of his medications were due to run out but 
he had not been able to reorder them. When I aler- 
ted the GP Federation, instead of contacting him

immediately to resolve the problem, he was told 
to go online to order them! 

“There are still plenty of people that either don’t 
have access to the internet or would struggle to 
use it in this way. I am in favour of technological 
improvements but only when it doesn’t prevent 
vulnerable or elderly people from accessing the 
healthcare they need.” 

A spokesperson for NHS West Lancashire Clin- 
ical Commissioning Group (CCG), said: “The CCG 
is working very closely with the GP Federation 
who provide our Prescription Ordering Direct 
(POD) Service to address any issues that arrive 
with its provision. 

“In recent weeks the POD has been impacted by 
staff shortages, as a result of sickness and vacan- 
cies, which has led to a strain on the capacity of 
the service. Although these issues have now been 
rectified and the service is back fully operational 
to normal levels. 

“Where possible we encourage people to use the 
online Patient Access website and app to order 
and manage their repeat prescriptions. This there- 
fore leaves our phonelines clear for any patients 
who are unable to use smartphone or internet 
technology to get through to our POD team.”

Runner completes 200 mile 
challenge in only one month 
for toddler who has diabetes

A SKELMERSDALE runner completed an 
incredible 200 mile challenge in only one 
month to raise money for a work colleague's 
two-year-old son, who has Type One Diabetes. 

Joe McCormick, 58, who works for West Lan- 
cashire Borough Council, ran six miles every day 
and eight miles on Saturday and Sundays 
throughout July. 

Joe organised the fundraiser for two-year-old 
Harvey, who is the son of his work colleague 
Stephen Duckworth. 

The event has already raised £1,110. The money 
collected is going to the Children's Diabetes Team 
at Ormskirk Hospital. 

Joe said: ^We wanted to raise as much aware- 
ness as possible for this great cause." 

On the last day (Saturday, July 31) Joseph com- 
pleted a half marathon. All runs started on or 
before 4am every day, then Joseph went to work. 

He added: ^I used the Strava app so all my runs 


showed on the JustGiving page and go straight to 
Stephen's phone so all the data was recorded. 

“I have ran marathons in the past, but this was 
another level to what I have ever done before." 

Harvey was diagnosed in November 2020 with 
Type 1 diabetes and has been under the care of 
Ormskirk Hospital's Children's Diabetes team ever 
since. 

Dad Stephen added: “From the moment he was 
diagnosed, the help and support Ormskirk Hos- 
pital have provided has been phenomenal. 

‘Joe is a work colleague of mine and upon my 
return to work and hearing about Harvey's dia- 
gnosis, Joe very kindly decided he was going to 
do his charity run this year (he does one every 
year for all sorts of great causes) for Harvey. 

‘Joe went above and beyond in not only his tar- 
get but his generosity also, donating money 
himself and also getting the message out there. 

“We thank each and every one of you who 
donated and or helped spread the message and 
raise awareness of diabetes, you all have made a 
difference."

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Help us stop rural 
crime, urge charity 


Crimestoppers in appeal to help thwart countryside gangs

CRIMESTOPPERS has launched an appeal for 
anonymous information to help protect rural 
communities from criminal gangs and stop cruel 
sports that take place illegally in the 
countryside. 

Rural crime is, say Crimestoppers, ‘repetitive and 
organised' and, without information, it can't be 
tackled. Now they are asking visitors to the North 
West to help by being the 'eyes and ears' of these 
more isolated communities and report anonym- 
ously what they see. 

In the year to April 2021, Crimestoppers nation- 
ally received nearly 2,700 anonymous reports 
about rural crime. 

While this is a 1496 increase on the year before, it 
suggests a degree of under-reporting – hence why 
the charity is launching this awareness-raising cam- 
paign to encourage more people to speak up. 

Last year the charity passed on more than 31,000 
anonymous pieces of information given to them 
from the people of the North West. 

From its latest claims’ statistics, NFU Mutual 
estimates that rural theft cost the UK a staggering 
£43.3m in 2020 and the North West region £3.7m. 

The charity's four-week local and national cam- 
paign is underway and is supported by NFU 
Mutual, RSPCA, Countryside Alliance, NFU, Open- 
reach, FireStoppers, Link, National Wildlife Crime 
Unit, Environment Agency, CLA and the Angling 
Trust. 

Key themes will focus on wildlife crime, environ- 
mental crime and theft, all of which have a 
detrimental and often crushing affect rural com- 
munities. 

Initially, the campaign will explore hare coursing,

poaching and badger baiting, with advice on how 
to spot the signs, sharing prevention advice and 
hearing from organisations who work with the 
police and other partners to prevent and solve these 
crimes. The campaign will show how anonymous 
information can help police investigations. 

Gary Murray, North West regional manager at 
Crimestoppers, said: “Working together, we can 
help protect our precious countryside and rural 
environment, communities and business from the 
harm caused by these criminal gangs.” 

John Hayward-Cripps, chief executive of Neigh- 
bourhood Watch Network, said: “With headlines 
often focused on crime in the cities, it is easy to for- 
get rural crime, but rural crime is increasing and is 
a serious issue. 

“From hare coursing to machinery theft, the 
impact of rural crime on victims’ lives and liveli- 
hood can be enormous, with victims often left with 
long-term anxiety. Together we can stop it.”

RESIDENTS in Burscough who live next to a 
railway line want Network Rail to cut down the 
vegetation which is starting to grow higher than 
their garden walls! 

Locals say they can see the shrubbery from their 
windows, but Network Rail say there are no plans to 
cut it back unless it becomes a 'safety issue". 

One resident, who did not want to be named, said: 
"The vegetation is so high. I can see it when I look 
out of my window.

You can see it from the 
house - it is terrible. 

“I want Network Rail to cut it back. When I look 
out from my landing window, I can't believe what I 
see. My neighbour is as frustrated as I am with this. 
If we ever sold our houses who would want to live 
with this problem. 

"The problem goes back 20 years. There used to be 
machinery to deal with this." 

A Network Rail spokesperson responded: “We’re 
sorry to residents who are finding the growth of lin- 
eside vegetation by the railway unsightly. We 
dedicate significant resources every summer to cut- 
ting back quick-growing plants which could impact

Dog muck versus Scum of the earth 


I’m writing to express my ongoing 
concern regarding the govern- 
ment’s proposed reforms of the 
NHS and the impact that will have 
on the day to day services received 
by the residents of West Lan- 
cashire. 

The new Health & Care Bill, 
which has passed its first two read- 
ing stages in the House of 
Commons and is currently at com- 
mittee stage, will allow further 
privatisation of health services 
and I fear this will make it harder 
for families to access the care they 
need, within the appropriate 
timescales. 


Ive experienced myself the 
impact of this as I had my second 
child in October 2020 under the 
care of Ormskirk Hospital but all 
my contact came via a central hub 
based in Preston under the 
umbrella of Virgin Care. 

Week by week I didn’t know 
which midwife I would see, and I 
lost the chance to make the per- 
sonal connections I had done 
seven years earlier when I had my 
1st baby. 

Also, I opted for a home birth due 
to the pandemic however, as the 
midwife team were from across 
the area, only one midwife made it 


to me in time for the birth, rather 
than the recommended two. 

My baby was a breech birth, at 
home, and luckily we were both 
fine though we did have to be 
transferred to Ormskirk for 
checks. I have written to our MB, 
Rosie Cooper, regarding my 
thoughts and she has responded to 
confirm that she will continue to 
raise the concerns of her constitu- 
ents to the Health Secretary and in 
the House of Commons but I think 
the public also need to continue to 
speak up and fight this bill.

Patients bumped down waiting lists 


While we are in the midst of the deepest health 
crisis in decades, the Conservatives have launched, 
what I consider to be, a dangerous NHS Bill. The 
Health and Care Bill should really be called the 
NHS Corporate Takeover Bill. 

National and local campaign groups such as our 
Peace and Justice Project Skelmersdale have 
become increasingly concerned by the implications 
this Bill will have for us all and the future of our 
access to health and social care. 

This Bill opens the door for private corporations 
to sit on local health boards which make critical 
decisions about NHS budgets and services. It also 
allows NHS bodies to award contracts to private 
healthcare providers with even less scrutiny and 
transparency than they do now. 

This will open the door to yet more privatisation 
and even greater handouts to 'corporate mates' 
that we have seen become all too common during 
the pandemic. 

When the priority should be a decent pay rise for 
NHS staff, tackling record waiting lists and invest- 
ment in both NHS and social care, the government 
are instead looking at how to continue their stealth 
privatisation of the NHS. 

The public overwhelmingly back the NHS being 
returned fully as a public service, the Bill is being 
spun as a way of addressing the huge failings of the 
2012 Health and Social Care Act that made mar- 
kets and competition central to the NHS. That's not 
to say any step away from that disastrous model 
would be positive, but sadly this Bill is simply a way 
of entrenching privatisation in a different way. 

This Bill does not address the worst failings of the 
2012 reforms, it does drop the ridiculous competit- 
ive tendering process, but does not make it a 
requirement that the services are or could be 


delivered in-house or even that the NHS is a 
default option for providing healthcare services 
and as pointed out by Unison, the Bill does not 
reverse the measures that permitted NHS hospitals 
to increase their income from treating private 
patients from two per cent to 49 per cent of their 
total income. 

As EveryDoctor, a doctor-led campaigning organ- 
isation highlighted, that change meant NHS 
hospitals began to treat private patient units using 
NHS staff, time, resources and equipment and with 
NHS patients bumped down the waiting lists. Aus- 
terity and underfunding drive the need for such 
private funding. 

An unbelievable £100bn, that's one hundred 
thousand million pounds of public money has 
gone to non-NHS providers of healthcare over the 
last decade alone. Every pound spent on privatised 
and outsourced services is a pound less spent on 
our NHS. 

This is not only the wrong Bill but it comes at the 
wrong time. NHS staff have been through the most 
intense 18 months in NHS history. The Health Sec- 
retary Sajid Javid has warned that record waiting 
lists could even top 13 million with another Covid 
surge, putting further pressure on the NHS. 

Any new Health and Care Bill should be about 
addressing the decade of Conservative health cuts 
and privatisations that have pushed our greatest 
institution to the brink. 

The Government are privatising OUR NHS 
through the backdoor. The recent parliamentary 
vote on the new Bill is just the first stage in what 
needs to be a big battle for our NHS, both inside 
and outside Parliament.

Marsh Harriers Breed For First Tim 


When you are walking on the Reedbed Walk or 
looking over the reserve from one of our hides, 
it is always worth looking out for birds of prey. 
At this time of year, their presence is usually 
indicated when a large flock of birds, such as 
lapwings, avocets or black-headed gulls, take to 
the sky making a racket, warning everything in 
the area that a predator is about. You may even 
see some birds dive-bombing the predator. This 
behaviour is known as “mobbing” and the birds 
do this to drive the predator out of their area. 


Scanning through a cloud of panicked birds 
will usually reveal the culprit that has scared 
them into flight; it will usually be a buzzard, 
sparrowhawk, peregrine or, at the moment, 
most likely a marsh harrier. 


The reason that marsh harriers are a common 
sight on the reserve at the moment is because this 
species has bred at Martin Mere this year. This is 
the first confirmed breeding of this species on our 
nature reserve. And, like the number 76 bus, two 
breeding pairs turned up at once. 


Each of the pairs has raised two young and so, 
with eight birds on site, a visit to Martin Mere 


over the next few weeks almost guarantees a 
sighting of this special bird. 


The marsh harriers are very attractive birds 
with the female and young birds being a rich 
chocolate brown colour with a cream-coloured 
head. The male is not so uniformly coloured 
but can easily be identified by grey wing 
patches and black wing tips. Perhaps the best 
way to identify the harriers is to look for a 
large bird that is gliding over the wetland 

with its wings held up in a distinct, shallow 

V shape. 


With migration now under way, our home-bred 
marsh harriers will also be joined by birds from 
further afield. Through the use of wing tags, 
we have previously been able to identify marsh 
harriers from Norfolk that have spent time on 
the Martin Mere reserve in autumn. 


Many other birds will now be migrating 
through the reserve, which makes the next 
couple of months one of the most exciting 
times of the year to visit the reserve. It’s not 
just the marsh harriers that will be on show — 
almost anything can turn up.

SOMEONE in Ford’s sales department 
is looking a little worried right now. 
July’s sales figures have come in and 
the Fiesta’s been squeezed off the 
sharp end of the UK bestsellers list - 
again. 

That’s because 26,215 of you have looked at 
the Fiesta, and Peugeot’s 208, Volkswagen’s 
Polo, Toyota’s Yaris and Honda’s latest Jazz, 
for that matter, and decided you'd rather have 
a Vauxhall Corsa instead. A few months ago I 
wrote in The Champion that I reckoned it was 
the all-electric Corsa E giving it the edge – the 
most Ford can offer Sir David Attenborough 
is a mild hybrid model – but after spending a 
weekend with the nation's favourite (the car 
that is, not the Blue Planet presenter), I reckon 
there's more to it. 

The Corsa I ended up with, let's be candid, 
wasnt some miserable poverty-spec model 
that comes in at anywhere near its kickoff 
price of just over £17,000 — mine was the Elite 
Nav model, which was one down from the 
range-topping Ultimate model, and came with 
cruise control parking cameras and, as the 
name suggests, satnav thrown in. Nor was it 
the electric-only model — nope, this one came 
with a very 20thcentury-esque 1.2-litre petrol 
engine, good for 100bhp and allied to six, 
manually-selected gears. 

It also arrived in retina-searingly bright Power 
Orange, which made it look like it should 
have been driven by an unfortunate Easyjet 
employee forced to do so by his fleet manager, 
but aside from that I reckon it's better-

looking than the Fiesta. Inside it feels more 
substantially built, too, and on the road it feels 
streets ahead of, and more grown-up than, the 
Corsa it replaced. If you'd have asked me two 
years ago which supermini to go for I'd have 
said the Fiesta in a heartbeat — and plenty of 
you agreed, if the sales figures at the time were 
anything to go by – but now it's not so clear- 
cut. 

But I wouldn't have one, for one simple reason 
— the seats. Maybe you'll plump your posterior 
onto the Corsa's throne and enjoy every minute 
of it, but I did nearly 300 miles of mostly 
motorway driving, and found that no matter 
how much I adjusted the driving position, it 
wasn't especially comfortable — and it's not the 
first Vauxhall Гуе encountered that with. The 
outgoing Astra was exactly the same, feeling 
particularly hard on your lower back on longer 
stints. 

So perhaps the chap in Ford's sales department 
isnt looking overjoyed, but I suspect his 
counterpart at Vauxhall’s seat design bureau 
might have his day a bit better. Don't buy the 
Corsa or the Fiesta on the basis of a ten-minute 
test drive. They're both brilliant, but make sure 
you give them a proper, extended drive before 
taking the plunge. 

Your buttocks will thank you for it.
